I  ne^ir  met  with  a  particle  of  mofs earth, 
however  K»r»g  it  had  been  expofed  to  the 
air,  that  would  not  burn  in  the  fire,  and 
yield  an  alcaline  fait  in  its  allies  as  before  ; 
wJiich  is  to  me  a  liiffiL-icnt  proof  that  the 
incoherent  mofs- earth,  known  by  the 
uimc  of  d:2i  viifiy  is  not  efTentially 
difierent  in  qualities  from  the  coherert 
j>eat  in  \h  ruiirum, called  quick  v:cji;  and 
that  therefore,  although  it  has  been 
broke  down  by  the  adion  of  the  air  in 
certain  circumftances,  yet  it  liaj  not  been 
in  ciuifcquencp  of  a  fermentation, 

]h:t  the  molt  fatiifadory  proof  that 
occurs  to  me  cf  the  ur.termentablc  qua- 
I'ty  of  prat  mofs  is,  that  a’though  we 
ruet  wiih  this  I'ubfiancc  in  every  fitua- 
f.on,  from  the  wctncls  of  a  bog  to  the 
df.  neb  of  a  ftitk,  in  large  mullVs,  yet 
there  never  was  Knind,  ibat  1  know  of, 
(me  fipgle  infl.mre  of  its  having  ferment¬ 
ed,  gec!t  rated  heat,  fwellecl  and  become 
Lt  length  a  heap  of  earth  incapable 
»  r irillatumation,  \vh*ch  could  not  pufii- 
b’y  have  been  the  cafe  had  it  been  ca¬ 
pable  of  undergoing  that  operation. — 
T.in-bark  laid  out  almolt  in  any  fitua- 
tion,  in  a  fuflficient  bixly,  never  fails  to 
undergo  thefe  changes,  as  does  every 
native  vegetable  fublUnce  that  we  know 
c>f,  when  of  a  proper  texture;  and  it  is 
impolubk  to  imagine  any  thing  more  fo 
than  peat-mofs  naturally  is. 

llv»w  to  account  for  all  thefe  feeming- 
ly  coiitradidory  qualities  poflefied  by 
this  finguitr  fubfiince,  is  more  than  I 
know.  From  its  infiammability,  and 
l!ie  rJcaline  fait  it  yields  on  iuciutra- 
tion,  wc  would  be  difpofed  to  clafs  it  a- 
m  vng  recent  vegetables:  from  the  lax- 
t  eb  of  it-;  texture,  and  the  feeming  rot- 
tcnncK^  of  all  its  p  irts,  it  would  feem  to 
be  a  vegetible  in  a  hate  of  cerruption : 
but  from  irs  being  incapable  of  any  dv- 
g'Lp  it  termc!:ta!ion,  I  imagine,  but 
with  rerta’nty  from  its  indelUudible  na¬ 
ture,  t.X'Tpt  by  incineration  alone,  it 
*Tm>  to  dilbrfrom  all  ether  vegetable 
b^ai.ccs  yet  known.  U  wis  from  a 
cuiiuieralion  of  all  ihcfc  qualities,-

qualities  in  common  to  every  kind  of 
peat,  however  divcrfified  bom  extras* 
neous  circumftances,  thatl  ventured  to* 
fay,  that  if  wood  produced  this  fub- 
fianre,  or  converted  common  vegetables 
into  it,  it  vvas  by  a  particular  modut  (T-* 
gendiy  not  in  the  kali  analogous  to 
tanning,  or  any  operation  that  wre  could’; 
irritate  by  art ;  and  1  cannot  fay  that  a 
mere  careful  examination  of  the  fubje^,* 
has  the  fmalled  tendency  to  make  mc^ 
alter  that  opinion.  * 

The  obfervatTons  that  Nitbianui  has* 
made  about  the  colouring  matter  of* 
peat,  are  extremely  ingenious;  yet  I  ami 
afraid  they  wull  hardly  bear  the  tell  of 
very  examination.  It  is  moft  cer-’ 
tain  that  water  impregnated  with  juices* 
extraded  from  the  oak,  or  any  other 
fiypiic  vegetable,  if  it  meets  with  a  b  -/ 
lution  cf  irca  in  the  vitriolic  acid,  will* 
firike  .1  black  colour,  which  might  tinge 
all  the  felid  hadies  that  were  foaked  in' 
them:  and  did  we  find  that  the  colour’ 
rt  the  peat  was  always  in  proportion  to' 
the  knowm  ftypticity  of  the  wood  found' 
in  if,  wc'wotdd  be  diipofed  to  think  it' 
cnip.tenanced  this  hypothefis*;  but,  un-‘ 
luckily,  this  docs  rot  feem  alw'ays  to  be' 
the  cafe,  as  1  find  that  the  meffes  which^ 
confiil  almofl  intii  ely  of  fir-wood,  yidd[ 
peat  as  black  in  colour  as  thofe  from  the; 
oak,  although  it  is  well  known  that' 
water  extracted  from  fir  gives  no  fcnfibic’. 
tinge  to  the  folutiori  of  vitriol.  * 

But  were  the  colour  of  peat  in  any* 
degree  influenced  by  this  caufc,  we 
would  expedt  to  find  it  always  of' si  dif** 
ferent  tinge  from  what  it  is,  as  the  black’ 
produced  by  flyptic  vegetables  and  cop-* 
peras,  or  folution  of  vitriol,  is  ‘always? 
of  a  bluifli  tinge,  very  diflerent  from  the', 
uniform  brow  n-black  of  peat.  * 

Should  it  be  faid  that,  in  the  coorfc  of 
many  ages,  feme  part  cf  the  acid  flying 
off  would  leave  a  little  cf  the  rufty  iron" 
in  the  peat,  which  would  give  it  a' 
brownifh  tinge,  like  irk  in  old  writings, 
I  would  anfwer,  that,  as  Niibianut 
fuppoiVs,  that  the  peat  always  pcCcifcs 
fome  flyptic  juices  while  in  the  mofs,‘ 
and  as  the  folution  of  iron  is  to  befouncl 
evtry  whcie,  this  meeting  with  the  ftyp- 
tic  Juice  in  c\ery  mofs,  wculd  at  a!! 
times  give  to  the  \\hv>le  of  the  water  a 
bluiih  tinge,  which  we  never  find  to  be* 
the  calf,  as  mofs-water  is  uniformly  of 
a  muddy  brown  colour,*  without  the 
fmallefl  tendenq*  to  bluenefs. 

And  ftiil  farther,  to  invalidate'  the 
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nicn  of  the  blacknefs  of  peat  being 
rovliiced  by  this  combination,  1  would 
blcrve,  that  it  only  attains  that  colour 
pon  l)eing  expofcd  to  the  air;  for  the 
black  peat,  'when  frelh  dug  from 
ny  depth  in  the  mofs,  is  of  a  bright 
eddiih  brown; ‘but  it  is  well  known 
hat  ink  tinges  of  its  own  colour  to  its 
.i’holc  depth.  On  thefe  accounts  I  am 
difpofed  to  think,  that  wc  cannot  attri¬ 
bute  ai:v  part  of  the  colour  of  peat  to 
the  caufes  afligned  above  by*  I^ithianus, 
It  would  take  too  much  of  your  room 
to  examine  his  account  of  natural  bitu¬ 
mens  :  like  all  the  other  parts  of  his  pa¬ 
per,  it  defervesthc  praife  of  ingenuity.— 
I  will  only  a(k,  if  the  vitriolic  acid  has  a 
Itronger  attraihion  for  native  oils  than 
it  has  for  iron,  why  it  lliould  quit' 
laft  and  unite  with  the  former?  and, 
if  it  has  fo,  what  acid  is  the  oil  of  the 
fir-tree  united  with,  for  which  it  cm 
havf  a  ftronger  attra^^lion  than  it  has  for 
the  vitriolic  acid?  U  would  be  difgufl- 
ing  to  moil  of  your  readers  to  enter 
more  deeply  into  thefe  chemical  difeuf- 
fions ;  allow  me  only  to  obferve,  before* 
1  quit  this  part  of  his  letter,  that,  from 
many  particulars,  it  would  Iccm  that 
the  moires  he  has  had  occalion  to  exa¬ 
mine  arc  extremely  different  from  thofe 
that  I  have  feen,  as  I  never  faw  any 
brittle  refiri  in  fir  that  was  dug  out  of 
mclfes :  if  there  is  any  refin  left,  it  ra¬ 
ther  leems  to  be  a  little  foftened,  as  the 
wood  has  attained  a  remarkable  degree 
of  pliability  and  tnughnefs,  infomuch 
that  the  country  people  plait  it  into 
ropes,  of  which  they  make  tethers  for 
their  cattle,  which  they  reckon  more 
durable  than  any  other  fort. 

1  fliall  endeavour  to  make  fomc  far¬ 
ther  obfervations  upon  the  crcejhy^clodst 
which  I  fhall  tranfrnit  to  Nitkianust  if 
lie  w’ill  favour  me  with  his  addrefs,  as  I 
am  perfuaded  few  of  your  readers  will 
be  difpofed  to  meet  with  more  on  this 
fubjed  in  your  Mifccllany.

S,  The  terms  of  communion  which 
you  have  now  mentioned  are  fo  very  wide, 
that  they  deftroy  themfelvcs,  and  are  in 
fad  no  terms  of  communion  at  all;  they 
do  not  exclude  any  profefled  chriftian  of 
any  denomination  whatfoever,  unlefs 
you  can  get  into  the  fecrel  of  his  not  be¬ 
ing  a  faint;  yea  fuch  terms  as  thefe  do 
not  exclude  the  fcandalous  from  fealing 
ordinances;  for  if  all  faints  niuft  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  church  fellowlhip  in  fealing 
ordinances,  the  fcandalous  muft  not  be 
excluded,  for  who  knows  not  that  a  ve¬ 
ry  faint  may  occalionally  become  fcanda¬ 
lous;  your  minifters  feem  to  fuit  them- 
felves  to  the  taftc  of  the  generation,  and 
their  terms  of  communion  are  rather 
like  the  Inarc  in  Mifpeh,  arid  net  fpread 
upon  mount  Tabor,  for  by  thefe  they 
cdxpafs  Tea  .and  land  to  make  profelytes;

That  the  church  may  be  as  harmonious 
in  principle  and  uniform  in  pra(ftice 
without  a  ConfefTion  of  Faith,  as  with 
the  help  of  one.  5.  That  becau'.e  con- 
feflions  have  not  univerlally  preferved 
peace  and  harmony  in  the  church,  there¬ 
fore  they  are  ufelef?.  ,  6.  But  that 
which  to  people  in  your  way  fee  ms 
worft  of  all  is,  they  alledge  that  o»ud'ef- 
fions  are  injurious  to  the  rights  of  pri¬ 
vate  judgment  and  freedom  of  enquiry. 

R,  Do  you  call  thefe  falfe  luppofi- 
tlons:  Thele  are  in  our  opinions  pnan* 
fwerablc  arguments. 

.S'.  If  you  will  wait  a  little  longer,  I 
lhall  endeavour  to  convince  you  that  the 
whole  of  them  .11  c  a  vile  reproach  ca^ft 
upon  Fre/Jjyifry,  i.  Preibyterians,  no 
doubt,  liold  that  their  confefTioDS  arc 
founded  upon  the  whole  fcrfptures,  /.  e. 
they  confidcr  it  as  conftfting  of  feripture 
triiths,  fet  together  in  a  methodic?! 
connexion  and  clear  point  of  view,  but 
they  never  pronounced  ihemfelves  able* 
lately  perfect  or  divinely  infpired,  wit- 
nefs  their  enlarging  them  on  different, 
occafioRs  as  they  faw  caufe.  2.  The 
fecord  objection  ftrikes  as  diredly  a- 
gainft  the  ordinance  of  expounding  the 
icripturcs,  yea  againft  the  ufe  of  them  in 
our  mother  tongue,  as  againft  ct)nfef- 
fions ;  for  if  it  be  dangerous  to  expreif 
the  dodrincb  of  the  Bible  in  the  fami¬ 
liar  itile  of  a  Conleftion  of  Faith,  com- 
pofed  by  a  feleCt  number  of  able  divines, 
it  muft  be  much  more  fo  for  a  Tingle 
perfon,  to  attempt  to  explain  feriptnre 
in  a  fermon  prepared  Only  in  a  few 
hours;  and  if  nothing  but,  feripture 
language  be  fafe,  every  one  would  need 
to  underftand  the  original  tongues;— 
for  who  know’8  not  that  a  wrong  tranf- 
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llatlon  may  be  as  foreign  to  the  real 
meaning  of  the  original  language  as  any 
creed  or  confcfiTion.  Did  not  the  Arian 
controverfy  turn  chiehy  upon  the  retain¬ 
ing  or  rejeding  of  one  iyllable  in  one 
word  !  If  your  people  a(5l  up  to  the  fpi- 
rit  of  this  obje(fti'on,  they  ought  not  only 
to  know,  but  alio  to  ufe  no  other  lan¬ 
guages,  when  they  talk  about  the  di)C 
trines  of  revelation,  but  thofe  in  which 
the  holy  feriptures  were  originally  writ¬ 
ten,  which  ihews  your  objetftion  to  be 
quite  abfurd. 

R.  How  come  you  to  know  any  thing 
about  the  Arian  controverfy? 

S»  Do  not  interrupt  me.  What  hin¬ 
ders  me  to  perufe  the  bell  of  books  in 
this  retired  life  which  T  enjoy  ?  But  1 
was  going  to  anfwer  the  third  objedlion. 
If  you  only  hold  out  the  Bible  as  your 
confcfTion,  you  only  declare  that  you  arc 
nut  an  inBdel;  hut,  unlefs  you  ai'certain 
me  by  a  Ci»ufcili  >n,  or  fomething  equi¬ 
valent  to  it,  what  your  views  of  the 
Bible  are,  I  cannot  know  whether  you 
are  a  Pipift  or  a  Proleftani,  an  heretic 
or  an  orthodox  Prelbyterian ;  for  each  of 
thefe  hold  the  Bible  as  the  ground  of 
their,  faith.  4.  Your  fourth  objcdlion 
may  be  confuted  by  a  familiar  fimilitude. 
You  hear  but  one  bell  of  a  certain  found 
among  my  flock.  This  leads  them  all 
one  way,  when  a  bell  dangling  about  the 
neck  of  every  individual  would  raife 
I'uch  a  confufed  noife  as  would  be  in 
danger  of  Icattering  them.  Bciides,  you 
ntay  obferve  they  have  one  uniform 
mark  on  their  fleece,  their  forehead,  and 
their  cars,  without  which  I  could  nei¬ 
ther  certainly  know  them,  nor  confldent- 
ly  claim  them  when  they  go  aftray.  In 
like  manner,  without  public  articles  of 
faith,  there  cannot  be  harmony  in  prin¬ 
ciple,  or  uniformity  in  practice,  in  any 
church,  nor  can  wc  know  to  what  par¬ 
ticular  church  any  perfon  or  perfons  be¬ 
long,  but  every  one  will,  have  iPter- 
pretation,  &c.  and  nothing 
decently  or  in  order:  but  a  confdStbin 
l^ivcs  the  members  of  the  church  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  know,  each  other’s  mind 
concerning  the  grounds  of  faith  and 
ruieo  of  duty,  and  tends  much  to  pre- 
icrve  the  peace  afi(t  comely  order  of  the 
church*  5.  Confdlions,  lilte  other  means 
of  grace,  are  of  themfclvcs  inefle^tual, 
yet  means  arc  not  to  be  ntgle^cd,  be- 
‘  caufe  often  without  fucceis.  You  may, 
:  perhaps,  live  to  fee  the  relief  l^heme  CQ- 
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courage  the  licentious  inflead  of  relieving 
the  oppreflTed.  6.  It  is  denied  that  con** 
feflions  forbid  cither  private  Judgment 
or  freedom  of  inquiry.  PreA>yterian« 
compel  no  man  to  adopt  their  confeflion 
of  faith ;  but  when  a  whole  church  agree 
in  one  fyflem  of  principles,  it  mult  be 
fuppofed  that  the  public  articles  of  faitU 
are  agreeable  to  their  private  judgment; 
and  Prelbyierians  call  every  one  firft  to 
be  fully  perluaded  in  his  own  mind  ’ere 
he  fubfenbe  the  confefli  >11,  and  even  afr 
ter  wards  to  fearch  the  Icnptures  as  the 
only  rule  of  faith  and  manners. 

R.  If,  upon  inquiry,  any  perfon  (hall 
find  that  one  or  more  articles  of  the  fyf- 
tem  he  has  fubferibed  are  not  confonant 
to  feripture,  is  he  at  liberty  to  renounce 
thefe,  and  to  alter  his  confedion  ? 

S.  It  is  fafefl  to  c  impare  the  articles 
of  faith  with  the  Bible  deliberately  at 
firfl;  and  it  is  very  pullible  to  attain  tp 
fuch  clearnel's  and  certainty  about  the 
foundnefs  of  a  confedion  ot  faith  before 
a  per  I  on  fubferibe  it,  as  to  be  under  np 
nectdiiy  to  renounce  one  article  of  it  ia 
time  coming.  There  is  a  great  dif- 
fercHCC  between  being  neceditated  to 
enlarge  a  confedion,  or  to  alter  the 
words  thereof,  and  to  be  obliged  to  re¬ 
nounce  any  part  of  it.  The  fird  may 
be  done  to  great  advantage,  when  there 
is  no  neced'ry  for  the  lad.  Dues  not 
the  church  obtain  clearer  views  of  the 
fame  truths,  and  find  thernftflves  obliged 
to  contend  more  earnedly  for  feme 
truths  atone  time  than  at  another?  If 
your  after  views  of  a  confedion  be  falfe,

About  the  middle  of  this  month, 
her  imperial  majedy  w’as  graciouf- 


ly  pleated  to  entertain  the  city  with  a 
Urcond  Caroufal ;  an  account  of  which,  I 
imagine,  will  give  pleafurc  to  my  ever 
honoured  and  plcafing  Mrs  D— .  I 
have  therefore  fent  it  from  the  univerfal 
principle  of  felf-love;  for  indeed,  ma¬ 
dam,  1  have  long  fince  fivund  that  inv 


entcjed  nearly  at  the  fame  time  at  the 
north  and  dmth  doors.  There  were 
f«)ur  cotnpanies  of  them,  called  ^la* 
driUdy  each  confiding  of  one  chief,  four 
knights,  and  two  ladies,  befides  a  noble 
train  of  ’Iquires;.  and  they  were  fuppo" 
fed  to  belong  to  four  different  naiioiip, 
Each  was  preceded  by  a  grand  band  of 
mtific,  w  hich  played  after  the  manner  of 
their  country,  whillt  their  difplayed  dan- 
dards  proclajmed-  from  whence  they 
came.  The  eagles  fhewed  the  Romans 
and  Sclavonians,  the  ciefcents  and  horfc 
taiU  the  Turks,  and  ’he  bows  bent,,  and 
quivers  filled  with  arrows,  pointed  out 
the  Indians.

ed  with  precious  duties,  and  the  ladies* 
fat  fingly  in  fiiperb  gilt  cars,  with  rich 
cfinopirs  over  them,  each  being  draw'A 
by  two  horfes,  and  drove  by  a  knight. 
As  they  entered,  they  pnlVcd  once  round 
in  folemn  proctflion,  and  afterwards  di¬ 
vided,  and  ranged  themfclves  under  their 
proper  banucis  in  the  anglci  of 
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fqusre*,  where  they  waited  with  'refpe^* 
j  fill  filcnce  until  an  herald  had  been  fent 
I  to  demand  their  intentions.  Thcy^beg* 
i  ged  permiffion  to  enter  ihc  liftsi  which 
being  granted,  the  trumpets  founded 
preparation  to  the  charge;  and  now, 
madam,  every  heart  feemed  agitated 
with  hope  and  fear:  fo  great  in  generous 
minds  is  the  defirc  of  viiftory,  and  the 
dread  of  being  vanquifhcd,evcn'in  things 
almoff  indifferent,  the  difgracc  .and  ho¬ 
nour  of  which  may  6nith  with  the  day. 
The  t'umpeis  founded  again,  and  imme¬ 
diately  tour  ladies  appeared,  driving  on 
z  full  gallop  in  diti'erent  parta  of  the 
Circus,  towards  four  columns  adorned 
with  trophies,  againtt  which  each  endea¬ 
voured  to  break  a  fpear.  This  done, 
their  ^tquircs  gave  them  darts,  with 
which  they  ^wheeled  round  in  a  mo 
went,  and  aimed  them  at  the  devouring 
jaws  of  four  lions.  They  were  nrvw 
furnillud  with  loaded  piftols,  which  they 
dilchaigtvi  into  the  heads  of  . as  many 
bears;  and  being  afterwards  .provided 
with  drawn  fwords,  and  fcarlefs  of  dan¬ 
ger,  they  wheeled  again,  and  each  of 
them  atone  ftroke  attenrpted  to  cut  off 
the  head  of  a  terrible  dragon.  Parting 
from  their  fwords,  they  in^w  called  for 
iaunces,  with  which  they  pierced  four 
fufpended  rings  filled  with  net-work, 
and  having,  with  this  lall  exploit,  finidi- 
,ed  their  career  of  glory,  the  four  other 
ladies  charged  in  like  manner^  Indeed 
they  all  ihewed  equal  fpirit,  though  they 
were  not  equally  fortunate. 

The  trumpets  now  called  the  four 
chiefs  to  arms  and  conqucll,  and  they 
immediately  appeared  in  the!  laudable 
pride  of  deferving  applaufc.  Their 
horfes  feemed  lofly;  and  their  dexteri¬ 
ty  and  addrefs  in  the  managementi of 
4heir  arms  were  truly  admirable.  They 
charged  in  the  fame  order  and  manner 
the  l.idics  had  done;  and  their  example 
was  clofely  followed  by  all  the  other 
knights,  who  attacked  the  fame  formi¬ 
dable  creatures  in  their  turn,  llis- ex¬ 
cellency  the  famous. old  count  Munich 
(slhfled  by  feveral  general  officers)  fat 
as  fovereign  judge  of  their  performances. 
He  weighed  their  merits  equally,  and 
difpofcd  of  t^e  prizes,  which  were  con“- 
fidcrable,  without  partiality.  Among 
the  chiefs  of  the  knights,  count  Gregory 
Orloff  gained  the  firft,  and  the  countefa 
Natalia  (fecond  daughter  to  count  Czer- 
oijnew,  who  fo  much  honoured  his 
country  when  envoy  in  England)  gained 


the  firft  among  the  ladies; 'df< which  I 
am  very  gUd,  becaufe  his  fteady  friend* 
fliip,  madam,  obliges  me  to  rejoice  in 
every  occurrence  that  gives  his  noble  fa¬ 
mily  pleafurc.  The  whole  now  con¬ 
cluded  .with  the  unanimous  applauie  of 
a  numerous  crowd  of  fpe^ators,  who 
were  all  invited  the  fame  evening  to  a 
malked  ball  at  the  fummer  palace.  The 
gardens  were  finely  illuminated;  all  the 
fountains  played ;  and  in  every  apart¬ 
ment  grandeur  appeared  united  with  ele¬ 
gance,  and  freedom  with  decor  tm.

IN  aufwcr.  to  the  qudlions  you  have 
fent  me,  in  conlequenoe  of  orders 
from  the  board  of  cuftoms,  be  pleafed  to 
know,  that  1  am  forty- four  years  of  age, 
have  a  wife,  and  five  children  all  under 
eight  years ;  1  am  a  native  of  Eaft  Lo¬ 
thian,  but  for  fomc  years  paft  have  lived 
at  Borlum,  in  the  parifli  of  Reay  and 
county  of  Caithnefs,  on  a  farm  belong¬ 
ing  to  Mr  Innes  of  Sandiide. 

Others,  with  too  much  juftice,  com¬ 
plain  of  arbitrary  and  oppreflivc  ferviccs, 
of  racked  rents,  and  cruel  taik-mafters ^ 
but  Mr  lnacs>  my  landlord,  did  ever^

thing  in  his  power  to  render  my  pofef 
lion  convenient  and  profitable;  and,  in 
order  to  engage  me  to  ftay,  offered  me 
any  terms  1  pleafed  :  and  certainly,  had 
my  lit  nation  in  other  refpeds  been  a* 
grceable,  1  fhould  not  have  been  eafily 
prevdled  upon,  with  fo  young  a  family, 
and  at  my  time  of  life,  to  leave  my  na¬ 
tive  country,  and  expofe  myltif  and  fa¬ 
mily  to  the  fatigue  and  dangers  of  a 
Jtiiig  voyage,  in  order  to  fettle  in  an  tin- 
fieallhy  climate  in  the  wtiods  of  North 
Carolina;  Init,  by  the  barbarity  of  the 
country  w  here  I  lived,  1  was  in  a  manner 
forcibly  expelled. 

The  people  in  my  neighbourhood 
were  exlirmely  addicted  to  theft  and  pil- 
fciing,  the  conlfaiit  alleHdanls  of  flave* 
TV  and  poverty.  I  was  f»Mid  of  improve- 
TTients  in  agriculture;  1  fowed  field-tur¬ 
nip?,  b'Jt  they  were  ftolen  before  they 
came  to  perfcclion;  1  fowed  peafe,  and 
was  happy  if  they  left  ma  the  Itraw; 
my  potatoes  and  carrots  fuffered  in  like 
manner;  and,  in  fhurt,  I  found  ii  impot 
fible  to  lave  any  thing  from  their  rapa¬ 
city .  1  made  many  attempts,  according 

to  iTiy  circumtlances,  to  check  luch  mil- 
demeanors;  1  difnirfred  from  my  farm 
level ai  lub-lenants  and  lervants  far  tief- 
^laffc  nof  this  kind  ;  but,  according  to  the 
f  dliion  of  that  country,  in  fpite  of  all  re- 
nionllrances,  and  without  fcniple,  they 
were  received  by  others.  I  then  refoi- 
ved  to  profeciite  criminally  the  firft  of¬ 
fender,  and  it  was  not  long  before  1  had 
laii  opportunity;  a  man  of  crniiicncc  in 
tiiat  way  ftole  a  (heep  from  me,  and  his 
examination  dlfcoverrd  another  renown¬ 
ed  thief:  1  got  them  both  prefented,  in- 
clitffed,  and  tiled,  the  one  before  lord 
Kaimes  at  Inverncfo,  I  Ihluk  in  1766  ;  he 
was  fciilenced  to  lie  whipped,  and  then 
banillied  the  four  northern  counties.  As 
foon  as  he  was  tet  at  liberty  he  returned 
to  mv  neighbourhood,  where,  though  he 
and  his  conneiitions  threatened  my  life, 
yet  he  was  proti»^ted  and  llielteicd  by  a 
giiitlcman  t>f  his  name,  not  from  any 
tlilhke  to  me,  but  in  compliance  widi  a 
p(»puhr  maxiiii  t.f  liial  place,  that  a  gen- 
tUman  ovi'ght  to  prole\lt  bom  punitli- 
ir.int  all  tf  his  name,  as  well  as  his  le- 
ranl.  and  connections,  whatever  be  their 
ciim.vS.  The  other  culprit,  at  the  fuc- 
cittiiug  carcv.it,  was  fcntcnccu  by  lac 
?,»rdv  jtiriice  clerk  ai.d  Citfv.ur,  to  be 
whippctl  and  bannhrd  to  the  plantations; 

tbnt,  getting  out  of  tiie  pnfnn  at  inver- 
reW,  Uc  returned  tu  Caitlmrfs,  where  tic 


lives  without  moleflation  to  this  day,  at 
docs  the  other  at  Strathnaver. 

Thus,  after  attending  two  different 
circuits  at  Invernels,  and  after  much 
trouble  and  expence,  and  lofs  of  bull- 
ntis,  and  not  being  in  circunnftances  to 
continue  a  druggie  againll  my  licentious 
neighbours,  fuppurled  by  gentlemen  of 
wealth  and  inilueiice,  1  was  obliged  to 
lit  down  quietly  with  my  lofs,  though 
highly  diffatisfied  w-ith  my  fituation,  and 
now  more  cxpoled  than  ever  to  the  re- 
leiitment  ot  thieves  and  ruffians.  To 
complete  my  ditguft,  in  the  end  of  1771, 
a  (liip  belonging  to  Liverpool,  loaded 
with  iron,  deals,  and  flax,*  was  driven 
aOiore  in  fight  of  my  houic;  1  thought 
it  my  duty  to  give  an  adtive  affiflancc  to 
fave  the  wTcck  and  cargo  from  plunder, 
in  rcrentment  of  which,  tome  of  the 
pliiiiderers  combined  to  deftroy  me  and 
iny  family;  and  to  execute  their  plot, 
in  February  1771,  feven  defperate  ruf¬ 
fians,  armed  wuih  piftvds  and  dirks,  at¬ 
tacked  ir.y  houfe  in  the  night-time,  and 
fet  it  on  fire  in  tw'o  different  places;  and, 
had  not  fonae  of  the  family  providential¬ 
ly  awaked,  all  iniift  have  perithed  in 

the  flames. - With  much  difficulty 

and  expence  1  brought  to  light  the  per¬ 
petrators  of  this  horrid  deed :  but,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ufe  and  wont  of  that 
country,  a  party  foon  formed  to  protedt 
them,  and  the  fiieriff-fubftitute,  Maclerd, 
the  very  perfon  who  ought  to  have  aflift- 
ed  me,  the  flieriff  depute  being  then  at 
Edinburgh,  was  not  afhamtd  of  being 
their  counfellor  and  agent  :  how'ever, 
ill  fpite  of  many  powerful  and  vigorou* 
efforts,  and  many  uncorpmon  manoeuvres 
by  him  and  his  party  to  defend  them 
from  jiiftice,  fome  of  them  were  brought 
to  trial  and  condign  punifhment,  and  the 
flicriff-lubtlitute  was  publicly  and  fe¬ 
ver  ely  reprimanded. 

About  that  time  my  brother,  a  mer¬ 
chant  in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina, 
conning  to  vitit  me,  and  making  me  ad¬ 
vantageous  offers  to  go  and  lettle  with 
him,  I  was  eafily  determined  to  leave  a 
country,  where,  for  want  of  police,  and 
due  adminiftration  of  the  law's,  J  had 
found  it  impoffible  to  defend  my  goods 
from  being  ftolen  ;  where,  for  an  adf  of 
juftice  and  humanity,  my  life  was  daily 
expoi'cd  to  the  relentmcnt  of  murderous 
roff.ans ;  and  where  the  thief,  the  rob¬ 
ber,  the  murderer,  and  wilful  fire  raifet* 
never  hitherto  wanted  a  gentleman,  or 
rather  a  party  of  gentlemen,  to  patra- 
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fcizc  them.— Thofe  gentlemen  in  Caith- 
tefs,  whoi'e  judgment  and  approbation  is 
Valuable,  will  readily  acknowledge  the 
pruth  of  what  1  have  fet  forth ;  and  ma- 
Tjy  of  them  do  lament,  that,  for  thcic  ve- 
ly  reafons,  their  country  is  fpoke  of  with 
reproach  and  dcteltation,  and  they  have 
confefi'cd  that  I  had  hut  too  mifch  pro- 
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vocation  to  leave  them.  A  lift  of  the 
murders,  robberies,  and  thefts,  commit¬ 
ted  with  impunity  there,  during  my  rc- 
fi  lence  in  Caithnefs,  w’ould  furpriie  a 
Mohawk  or  a  Cherokee.  Without  this 
detail  I  could  not  explain  my  reafons  for 
emigrating;  but  fuch  as  they  arc,  1  have 
declared  them  to  you  with  that  fiiicerity 
and  freedom  that  I  think  become  an  ho- 
neft  man,  though,  1  fuppofe,  the  length 
of  this  letter  will  prevent  them  from  ever 
being  read.  With  regard  to  taking  fo 
many  people  with  me,  1  beg  leave  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  I  neither  folicited,  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of,  nor  inveigled  any  pcrlon; 
and  that  I  rejeded  hundreds  who  warm¬ 
ly  intreated  me  to  find  them  a  paflage. 
I  took  none  excepting  my  fervants,  but 
fuch  as  paid  their  own  freight,  and  had 
their  honefty  and  charader  attefted  by 
their  minifters.

ing,  or  the  invcltigition  of  truth,  I  eali 
iy  took  up  with  appearances  iiiftcad  of 
tealitics;  fo  that  1  was  plealVd  with  any 
thiT'g  if  it  was  but  poetry.  H.it  mv  dil* 
eale  growing  apace,  attended  with  the 
t'ormidablc  lymptoms  of  ignorance  and 
thirll  of  fame,  I  could  withhold  mv  pen 
Ifom  pajH-r  no  longer;  and  though  I  tor- 
^ot  to  chufe  a  lubjed,  yet  I  Humbled  u* 
pon  tiie  whole  of  two  lines,  except  the 
iiH  word  of  the  fecond,  w’hich  com  po¬ 
led  the  rhyme.

has  done:  on  the  contrary,  he  has  fairly 
ftated  the  conveniencies  and  inconve  ‘ 
nicncics  attending  each  province;  and 
ha;,  fal.joined  fome  advice  relative  to  the 
conduct  nf  fuch  per  Ton?,  whom  either 
the  neccih/y  of  the  times,  or  their  own 
pinching  circumftanccs,  Ihall  compel  to. 
emigrate  their  country,  and  attempt  a 
fctileinenl  in  America. 

The  preface  takes  notice  of  w'hat  is 
but  too  fevercly  felt,  the  manifold  o^- 
preflions,  and  vexatious  condu^  of  the 
landholders;  like  wife  of  thelow  andfnean 
artifices  they  make  ufe  of  to  intimidate 
their  tenants  from  going  to  America,  by 
circulating  falfefttiiies  in  the  news  pa¬ 
pers,  &c.  The  writer’s  dcfign,  there¬ 
fore,  is  to  fet  afide  thefc,  and  to, give  the 
emigrant  fome  general  notions  of  the 
country  he  is  going  to,  of  which,  it  is 
lughly  probable,  he  muft  olherwife  have 
been  ignorant. 

In  the  Ihort  dercriplii)n  be  has  given 
cf  the  climate,  Ibil,  and  prtiducc  of  the 
dilfercnt  colonies,  he  feems  to  have  ad¬ 
vanced  nothing  concerning  cither,  but 
what  appears  to  be  conftftcnl  w’ith  hi3 
own  knowledge,  as  well  as  with  the*  ge- 
r.ernl  accounts  given  of  them  by  other 
writers. 

i'fom  a  brief  furvey  of  the  colonics, 


he  concludes,  “  ifiy  That  the  climate 
of  North  America  is  w  holefomc  and  a- 
greeablc  to  European  conftitutionF,  par- 
ticulaily  the  northern  and  middle  pro¬ 
vinces:  the  weather  indeed  in  Virginia, 
Carolina,  Georgia,  and  the  twoFloridas, 
is  hot  in  the  extreme,  and  Euro|>ean8, 
upon  their  arrival,  arc  fubjeift  to  fevers' 
and  other,  dilorders,  which  arc  chiefly 
brought  on  by  the  great  indulgence  in 
eating  fruits,  drinking  ftrong  liquors, 
and  expufmg  themfelves  the  evening 
air  after  a  hot  day;  all  which  may  be 
eahly  prevented  by  a  prudent  regimen, 
till  the  new-comers  .are  feafoned  to  the 
climate.  For 'my  own  part,  1  fliould 
prefer  the  northern  countries,  as  I  can 
lay  from  experience,  that  the  inhabitants 
enjoy  a  continued  nv>w  of  health,  and 
live  to  an  extreme  old  age. 

“  2i/j',That  thchTil  in  general  is  very 
fertile,  producing  Nvheat  and  other  Eu¬ 
ropean  grain  in  the  grcatclt  abundance, 
and  of  excellent  quality, .Indian  corn, 
lice,  tobacco,  indigo,  -  hemp  and  flax, 
finite,- timber;  from  which  lart,  pitch, 
,tar,  turpentine,  and  pot-afties  are  made; 
and  there  is  reafon  to  hope,  that  wine, 
oil,  filk  and  cochineal,  will  be  produced 
in  the  fouthern  colonics. -^Vaft  herds  of 
cattle,  horfes, .  fwinc  and  poultry,  are 
raifed  at  little  or  noexpence. — Valuable

POLAND. 

IVarfa^iUt  June  18.  **  Upon  the  pro-

trcalite  of  peace,  1*01  only  tended  to  the 
riiin  (if  the  traHTic,  but  to  the  total  lofs  of 
the  town,  which  muft  inevitably  fink  in¬ 
to  oblivion:  that  Fiiland,  and  other  tra- 
din;;  nations  would  lofe  many  con  vc- 
nicncic3  in  the  way  of  trade;  fo  that 
tricy  hoped  that  thofe  powers,  who  had 
^tnerouny  intercdcd  ihemfclvcs  in  the

Dantzic^t  June  !<)•  “  The  anfwers 
which  our  magiftrates  received  upon 
their  memorials  of  the  loth  ult.  from 
the  rerptvflive  courts,  arc  difagrceabie. 
They  are  all  in  one  ftrain,  namely,  that 
thefe  courts  are  refoived  not  to  inter¬ 
meddle  in  the  lealt  with  the  difputcs  be¬ 
tween  OUT  city  and  the  king  of  Prufiia;

J  tr.e  20.  “  Scarce  a  day 
pilTe^  on  whicii  we  do  not  hear  of  new 
violations  from  the  PruflTian  troops  in 
Great  Poland.  The  news  which  arrived 
berc  to-day  from  that  province  are  more 
alarming  than  all  t!;e  former;  for  the 
Prufiun  troops  have  jud  taken  poirefuon 
<*f  the  city  of  Zurn,  about  Un  Polilli 
miles  from  Thorn  and  Fofen.  This  ci¬ 
ty  was  guarded  by  three  companies  of 
our  troops,  commanded  by  one  of  onr 
regimentaries,  who  attctnpted  to  refill 
the  Prutiirns;  but  the  latter  loon  made 
ufe  of  their  arms,  and  with  I'word  in 
I'.and  took,  the  place,  killed  r,  number  of 
our  troops,  and  took  all  the  reft  prifo- 
lu’rs  of  war.— It  is  very  adonilhing,  that 
.nr,  liie  princes  of  Europe  can  behold  all 
thefe  plain  and  open  violations  Uj)on  the 
f  iith  'H*  tieaties,  and  upon  the  nu'd  fa- 
cred  law  of  naiicns,  vvithotit  taking  the 
lead  notice  of  it,  and  without  confider- 
ing  it  may  foon  be  their  own  fate.”

“  We  have  received  your  very  .intc* 
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in  a  buflnefs  fo  deeply  intcrcfting  as  the 
•prefcnt  is  to  ail  Britith  Anaerica. 

“  A  very  refpeiJlable  number  6f  the 
inhabitaHts  of  thii  city  was,  however, 
aliembied  lait  evening,  in  order  to  con- 
fiilt  what  was  proper  to  be  done,  and 
after  reading  the  fundry  papers  you 
tranfmitted  to  us,  and  alfo  a  letter  from 
the  committee  of  corrcfpondence  at  New- 
York,  the  inclofed  refolvcs  were  paflVd, 
in  which  you  may  be  aflured  we  arc  lin- 
cere,  and  that  you  arc  conUdered  as  liif- 
fering  in  the  general  caufe.  But  what 
further  advice  to  offer  on  this  fad  occa- 
fion,  is  a  matter  of  the  greateft  difficul¬ 
ty,  which  not  only  requires  more  mature 
deliberation,  but  alfo  that  weihould  take 
■the  necefTary  meafures  to  obtain  the  ge¬ 
neral  fentiments  of  our  fellow  colonies.

to  make  a  claim  or  petition  of  them  to 
his  majeffy,  in  firm  but  decent  and  du¬ 
tiful  terms,  fo  as  that  we  may  know  by 
what  line  to  condud  ourfelves  in  future, 
are  now  the  great  points  to  be  determi¬ 
ned.  The  latter,  we  have  reafon  to 
think,  would  be  mofl  agreeable  to  the 
people  of  this  province,  and  the  firfl  ftep 
that  ought  to  be  taken ;  the  former  may

If  we 
except  Xht  friends 1 1  believe  nine-tenths 
of  the  citizens  fhut  up  their  houfes;  tHc 
bells  were  rung  muffled  all  the  day,  and 
'the  (hips  in  the  port  had  their  colours 
balf-hoided.**

“  1  pity  our  brethren  in  Bolton;  they 
are  very  feverely  puniihed;  but  fome  of 
thrir  friends  here,  and  I  fear  with  your 
alfo,  are  too  warm,  and  to  ferve  them 
feem  willing  to  draw  us  into  the  faihe 
dilemma. ,  But  furdy  this  is-  not  the  way 
to  ferve  the  general  caufe’;  we  can  be  of 
more  uCc  to  our  brethren  when  whole 
than  when  broken,  and  I  cantiot  let  go 
my  hopes  that  we  may,  by  a  joint  peti« 
tion  of  our  rights  to  the  crows,  prevent 
things  from  going  to  extremities,  ahd 
get  Bodon  redored  to  the  fame  liberties 
with  the  other  polonies.

Their  own  lofs  is 
faid  to  be  very  inconfiderable.” 

/Munich,  July  3.  The  court  was 
yefterday  vt  ry  much  alarmed  by  an  nn 
happy  accident  which  happened  to  the 
cledlreis  dowager  of  Saxony,  w’ho  came 
to  town  with  the  eledloral  family,  to 
view  his  highnefs’*-  horfes  in  the  manage: 
A  partition,  w  hich  feparated  the  fpeCta- 
tors  from  that  part  of  the  hoiilc  where 
the  horfes  are  exercifed,  unfortunately 
gave  way,  and  falling  dow  n  upon  the  e- 
ledtrels  dowager,  broke  her  left  leg  a 
little  above  the  ankle.  The  weight  of 
the  partition  was  fo  great,  that  it  was 
fome  lime  before  htr  ln»hnefs  could  be 
difergaged  from  it.  Her  highiter>  fliew- 
rd  great  fortitude  on  this  melancholy  oc- 
cafion.  To  day  her  highnels  is  much 
better  than  could  have  been  expt^tid, 
jird  is  thought  to  be  in  a  fair  wav  of  re 
dovtry. — The  elector  and  clt^re fh  of  Ba¬ 
varia  exprefs  the  greateft concern  for  her 
highnef{*’s  misfortune,  and  have  remo¬ 
ved  from  Nymphenbnrgh  to  Munich, 
where  they  intend  to  remain  till  the  elcc- 
trefs  dowager  is  in  a  condition  to  be 
moved.” 

ENGLAND. 

London,  July  9.— -to  16. 

A  letter  from  Warfaw,  dated  June  26. 
fays,  ”  Tlte  reports  from  the  feat  of  the 
war,  w’hich  arecuircnt  here,  are  very  a- 
larmlng:  accoiding  to  which,  the  Ruf- 
SiAu  troops  commanded  by  gen.  Suwa- 
Totr,  and  who  croU'ed  the  Danube  the 


latter  end  of  April,  are  intirdy  defeated 
by  the  Turks,  who  made  themfelvet 
mafters  of  the  whole  camp  and  artillery, 
and  took  fcveral  officers  of  diftindiot 
prifoners  of  war ;  among  whom  rs  gciK 
Boike,  an  Auftrian  officer,  who  had  en^* 
tcred  as  a  volunteer.  We  hear  the  ba 
fhaw  of  Widdin  has  received-  the  palicc 
and  fword  from  Conftantinoplc,  on  his 
being  appointed  commander  in  chief  of 
the  Turkifh  army  in  the  room  of  the 
grand  vizir.  The  Turkiffi  army  were 
preparing  to  crofs  the  Danube  to  attack 
the  Ruffians  on  this  fide.” 

A  milunderftandiiig,  it  is  faid,  is  like 
to  break  out  between  the  courts  of  Pc 
terffiurgh  and  Berlin,  refpedling  the 
reigning  politics  of  that  of  Stockholm. 

They  write  from  Dantzick;  that  a 
Ruffian  fleet  of  fix  (bips  of  the  line,  and 
four  frigates,  is  ordered  into  the  Baltic, 
in  order  to  oppofe  any  maritime  power 
that  fiiall  endeavour  to  funport  the 
Dantzickers  againft  the  claims  of  the 
king  of  PrulTia. 

A  letter  from  Warfaw,  dated  May  29. 
fays,  It  is  confidently  alferted,  that  a 
g»eal  mifunderfianding  ha^  of  late  taken 
place  between  the  emperor  and  the  king 
of  Pruffia,  occafioned  by  fome  preten- 
froos  made  by  the  elector  of  Saxony  to 
the  republic  of  Poland,  and  fome  claims 
made  by  prince  Charles  of  Saxony  to  the 
duchy  of  Courhnd,  iti  which  they  ate 
fupported  by  the  court  of  Vienna  ;«  and, 
we  hear,  that  thefe  pretenfions  are  to  be 
brought  before  the  dyet  by  the  Aufiriaii’ 
mlnifier.” 

The  fate  of  Dantzick  is  at  length 
thought  to  be  determined,  the  Brililh 
court  having  given  its  ultimate  anfwcr 
on  that  head:  thus  the  old  politics ‘<if 
facrificiiig  the  commercial  iniereft  oFthis 
country  to  petty  and  paltry  coiifidcra-- 
lions,  begin  once  more  to  prevail. 

Letters  from  Rome,  dated  June  15. 
fav,  the  dnchrfb  of  ICingfton  has  bought 
a  fine  country- feat  in  this  neighbourhood- 
for  60, coo  Roman  crowns;  and  it  is  faid 
that  lady  propoies  to  refide  in  this  couir^ 
try. 

They  write  from  Paris,  that  the  Riifl- 
fiari  ambafiTador  at  that  place  has  juft 
been  very  fuddenly  recalled,  hut  on  ac¬ 
count  of  w  hat  is  not  even  guefled  at.- 

Letters  from  Paris  advife,  that  the 
royal  family  are  fo  well  recovered,  that 
it  is  expected  they  will  foon  appear  a- 
gain  in  public.  The  return  of  the  old 
parliament. will^  it  it  thought,  take  place 
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IB  a  ihort  time.  The  court  of  France 
propofes  in  future  to  fend  out  but  two 
ambaifadors,  one  to  the  court  of  Vien¬ 
na,  and  the  other  to  that  of  London* 
The  minifters  Cent  to  other  conr(t»  arc  to 
be  only  of  the  ftcond  rank,  and  it  is  pro 
pofed  to  extend  their  cominiflions  for  a 
iongcr  term,  in  order  to  fave  the  expcnce 
of  travelling.  To  fomc  places  it  is  in- 
I  tended,  for  the  future,  to  fend  no  mi- 
nifters;  and  by  thefc  fcveral  regidations 
it  is  expe(5led  that  at  leaft  500,000  livres 
per  annum  will  be  faved. 

■  A  report  giins  ground,  that  a  Britifh 
fleet,  confitting  of  fix  men  of  war  of  the 
line,  will  be  fent  in  the  courfe  of  the 
prefent  fummer,  to  cruife  in  the  Baltic, 
in  order  to  ubfcrTC  the  motions  of  the 
Swedes. 

They  write  from  Bofton,  that  a  duel 
had  been  fought  at  that  place,  between 
a  military  gentleman  and  a  merchant,  in 
which  both  were  daogeroufly  wounded, 
and  the  former  was  thought  paft  rcco« 
very. 

It  is  faid,  that  governor  Hutchinfon 
has  been  repeatedly  clofettcd  at  Kew,  at 
Whitehall,  and  at  St  James’s,  lincc  his 
arrival;  and  we  are  aflured  bit  opinion 
gives  much  fpirit  to  the  miiiiftry,  as  it

Capt.  Fonnereau,  who  went  out  with 
capt.  Cook  on  a  further  difeovery  to  the 
South  Seas,  arrived  in  town  on  Thurf- 
day  evening  from  Portfmouth,  having 
brought  with  him  a  native  of  one  of  the 
iflands  in  ihofe  feas,  and  on  Wednefday 
next  they  will  be  introduced  to  his  ma- 
jetty.

letter  ftgned  //  South  Briton,  contain¬ 
ing  a  fcandalous,  traiterous,  and  fediti- 
ous  libel  on  the  revolution.  The  coun- 
fel  on  behalf  of  the  crown  was  the  attor¬ 
ney-general,  and  on  behalf  of  the  defen¬ 
dant  Mr  Harding.  The  publication  be¬ 
ing  proved,  and  fale  of  the  paper  fworn 
to,  the  attoroey-gcoecal  ki  out  with  val^ 
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encomiums  on  the  revolution;  compli¬ 
mented  it  as  the  aera  of  civil  and  religi¬ 
ous  liberty;  treated  the  revilertt  of  it 
with  peculiar  acrimony,  and  arraigned 
the  author  and  publifher  of  the  libel  ia 
quefiion  in  the  mod  fevere,  pointed,  and 
farcafiic  manner*  He  readily  admitted* 
that  the  letter  itfelf  was  an  exceeding 
ftupid  produdlion;  that  the  reafoning 
was  futile,  the  manner  below  mcdiocrU 
ty,  the  ftiie  of  the  doggrel  kind,  the  re¬ 
marks  trite  and  hackneyed ;  but  he  con¬ 
tended  that  the  ftupidity  of  the  produc¬ 
tion  altered  not  one  tittle  the  nature  qf 
its  malicioufners.  It  had  the  fame  fedi- 
tious  tendeiKy,  whether  it  was  well  or 
ill  written.  The  libel  was  an  attack 
upon  the  revolution;  as  fuch  deferved  the 
reprobation  of  every  friend  to  the  prefeat 
eflablidiment;  and  that  the  jury  coinci*- 
ded  with  him  in  opinion,  he  doubted  not 
would  appear  from  their  flndiiig  the  def- 
fendant  guilty.
